WASHINGTON (AP) 
New reports of record crops 
which are still not big enough 
and possibly the highest rise 
in food prices in history in­ 
dicate Americans are still 
paying for a grain shortage 
brought on by last year’s 
huge sales to Russia. 
Wheat futures prices shot 
over the $4-a-bushel mark to 
all-time highs last week, 
while a loaf of bread on the 
grocery shelf went up 3 or 4 
cents and beef was virtually 
unobtainable in some areas.

Americans to spend about 
$135 billion on food this year, 
compared to $125 billion last 
year. 
But a 20 per cent increase 
would take it closer to $150 
billion. 
In rounded i.umbers this 
translates to $125 more spent 
on food this sear bv everv 


man. woman and child in the 
United States or $500 for the 
average family of four. 
T h e 
g o v e r n m e n t 
acknowledges that at least 2 
per cent, or half a billion 
dollars, of the increase is 
directly attributable to the 
scarcity caused by a sudden 
boom in export of US. food. 
N ongovernm ent 
e stim ­ 
ators place the figure con­ 
siderably higher. They assert 
almost the entire explosion in 
food prices can be traced in 
some way or other to the 
grain shortage. 
The lack of wheat, other 
grains and soybeans has been 
blamed for higher prices in 
primary products such as 
flour, bread, corn for the 


dinner table and cereal for 
the breakfast table. 
The scarcity of grain also 
has driven up the price of 
commodities dependent on 
feed grains and other feed­ 
stuffs, including meat of all 
kinds, milk, butter, cheese 
and eggs. 


As people turn away from 
m eat 
because 
ft 
is 
unavailable or too expensive, 
the increased demand drives 
up the price of the meat 
substitutes. 


Since the demands of World 
War II died out in the late 
1940s. the United States has 
produced more food than it 
could eat, sell or even give 
away, depressing prices and 


building up huge stores ol 
gram. 
That picture gradually has 
been changing as the rest of 
the world sought more and 
better food and found the 
money to buy it. 


What had*been a slow trend 
became a runaway boom last 
summer when

Morell Sharp in Seattle, 
Wash., prom ised to rule 
today on a suit brought by the 
Western States Meat Packers 
Association. 
There were fresh signs that 
the beef shortage is growing. 
Ceilings on the prices of all 
foods except beef were lifted 
last month as the first stage 
of Phase 4 which went into 
full effect today. Beef prices

Subpoenas were issued last 
week to the Maryland Hall of 
Records and the State Board 
of Election Laws for Agnew’s 
campaign records.

Radoff, state archivist and 
records administrator, said 
the attorney’s office would

Monday lo select records it 
wants. 
He said the combing of the 
documents was necessary be­ 
cause “ it would take a truck” 
to haul all of them.

Highway Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
President Nixon, back from 
Camp 
David 
where 
hie 
worked on a public response 
to the Watergate scandal, 
today planned to sign a $20 
billion highway bill that 
allows the Highway Trust 
Fund to be tapped for mass 
transit. 
The President returned to 
the White House Sunday night 
after spending six 
days 
working with aides on the 
televised speech he plans to 
deliver about the middle of 
the week. 
The highway bill was ap­ 
proved by Congress before it 
broke for a summer recess 
Aug. 3. The three-year bill 
had been stalled for IO weeks 
while conferees 
debated 
whether trust funds could be 
diverted to rail transit lines. 
The diversion was 
sup­ 
ported by 
Nixon, 
but he 
initially objected to 
the 
amount of money to be taken 
from the fund. Threats of a 
pocket veto were dropped 
after Congress indicated it 
might not act on the bill until 
after the recess. 
The bill allows $200 million 
in trust funds to be spent on 
the purchase of buses in fiscal 
1975 and 
the 
entire 
$800 
million earmarked for urban 
highways could be spent on 
rail 
transit system s the 
following year. 
Highway Trust Fund reve­ 
nues from gasoline and other 
road-user taxes previously 
had been restricted to high­ 
w ay-related projects. The 
fund was established in 1956. 
The 
1973 highway 
bill 
allows states to turn back 
urban highway 
funds and 
spend an equal amount of 
general tax money on mass 
transit projects. 
About $3 billion in general 
revenue funds become avail­ 
able for mass transit grants 
to urban areas. 
Stripped from the bill by 
the conference com m ittee 
was 
a 
Senate-passed 
provision that would have 
provided $800 million in 
operating funds for failing 
transit lines. 
The bill provides $8.6 billion 
for construction of the inter­ 
state highway system over a 
three-year period. 
An additional $9.75 billion 
was authorized for com ­ 
pletion of the 42,500-mile 
interstate network by 1979. 
Rural 
prim ary 
and 
secondary roads receive $3.3 
billion. The same amount 
goes to urban highways. 


DETROIT (AP) — Spurred 
by the gasoline shortage, 
small car sales are higher 
than ever and are expected to 
take the spotlight when the 
US. auto industry presents its 
1974 models next month. 
Ford, 
General 
Motors, 
Chrysler 
and 
American 
Motors all put heavy em­ 
phasis on their new offerings 
at the smaller, lower-priced 
end of the line. 
The US. automakers sold 
1,759,706 
com pact 
and 
subcompact cars in the first 
seven months of 1973, an 
increase of 436,333 over the 
same period last year. The 
small cars accounted for 29.3 
per cent of US. domestic auto 
sales in the first seven 
months of this year, com­ 
pared with 22.4 per cent in the 
same period of 1972. 
Small foreign cars also are 
selling well. Volkswagen sold 
296,934 cars in the first six 
months of this year, com­ 
pared with 265,366 in the first 
half of 1972. 
Mazda, the only car on the 
US. market with the Wankel 
rotary engine, has sold 73,055 
cars so far this year, com­ 
pared with 27,210 for the 
same period last year. 
The 
increases 
have oc­ 
curred despite 
the 
dollar 
devaluation that made im­ 
ports more expensive. “The 
dollar devaluation didn’t 
help, but the fuel crisis did,’’ 
said a spokesman for Volvo, 
which reported sales of 34,122 
cars in the first six months 
this year. That’s almost 7,000 
more than in the same period 
last year.

The ad ministration, likewise, while pu shing 
for cu ts in a v ariety of areas, hasn’t d one all it 
can to eliminate d ead wood in a v ariety of key 
programs. 
• Item — The Fed eral Reserv e has got to d o 
more to keep the money circu lating, in times 
like these, tend s to d riv e prices u p. Again, this 
Solu tion is easier d escribed than carried ou t. 
Joo tight a control on the money su pply can 
Hmit increases in ind u strial prod u ction, in 
Commerce and in consu mer bu y ing to a 
flegree that ad v antageou s growth is ham- 
{fored and the d anger of a recession is brou ght 
eloser. An ov ertight control of money can lead 
to seriou s amou nts of u nemploy ment. 
• Item — 
Gov ernment and ind u stry mu st 
$oth take some d etermined step* to increase 
prod u ct ion when need ed . In part, this means 
better gov ernment d ata nationally and in­ 
ternationally (on su ch matters for ex ample as 
tee 
international 
wheat 
crop 
and 
the 
probability of d rou ght in Ru ssia). In part, it 
means more rapid gov ernment action to relax 
¿ertain controls — su ch as farm acreage 
C e s t r i c t i o n s 1 other restraints on ou tpu t — 
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and more responsiv e gov ernment action in 
releasing stocks of ov erpriced basic 
materials. 
This 
again 
won’t 
be 
easy

complishment. 
Gov ernm ent 
d ata 
on 
economics, com m erce, prod u ction and 
pu rchases — especially international d ata — 
is gathered 
inefficiently , 
is 
incomplete, 
frequ ently inaccu rate and almost alway s so 
slow in arriv ing in the hand s of those who 
need to u se it that it frequ ently is of not mu ch 
accou nt ex cept to scholars. 
The Commerce Department, on which a 
heav y share of collection, compilation and 
analy sis d epend s, has one of the most inef­ 
ficient bu reau cracies in Washington (thou gh 
it has some v ery good men) 
and the 
Agricu ltu re Department’s foreign collection 
sy stem is hard ly better. 
Item — It will be necessary for both the 
gov ernment and ind u stry to step u p on 
research on su bstitu te m ateria ls (for 
pet oleu m, as an ex ample), on more efficient 
means of prod u ction, on d omestic sou rces of 
su pply , on improv ed materials and end 
prod u cts. The problem here is that Congress 
has a habit of cu tting back on research 
requ ests in times of inflation when they ’re 
most sorely need ed . 
The fed eral gov ernment d epartments too 
frequ ently sacrifice im portant research 
projects in fav or of operations when bu d get 
hold -d owns are called for. Yet we’re not going 
to solv e inflation (ex cept at the cost of a 
recession) and we’re not going to be able to 
meet foreign competition u nless we improv e 
ou r know-how at a more rapid pace.

THREE OF

lighting circu its. 
Almost no child ren u nd er 7 
knew they shou ld d rop and 
roll if their clothing catches 
on fire.

qu estioned d id not know that 
opening a hot d oor d u ring a 
fire wou ld almost certainly 
ex pose them to intolerable 
heat. 
There are, of cou rse, other

u sing their rev enu e sharing 
fu nd s for d ay -to-d ay school 
operations, there is no su ch 
restriction on state gov ern­ 
ments which get a separate 
slice of the rev enu e sharing 
pie. 
A newly released report by 
the 
General 
Accou nting 
Office 
(GAO) 
shows 
that 
local schools are by far the 
biggest u ltimate recipient of 
fed eral rev enu e pay ments to 
state gov ernments. 
GAO au d itors fou nd that 
state gov ernm ents as of 
March 31 had d ecid ed how 
they wou ld spent $958 million 
of the $1.7 billion they hav e 
gotten so far u nd er rev enu e 
sharing. 
Of the $958 million, the 
states hav e spent or plan to 
spend 
$551 
million 
on 
ed u cation with abou t three- 
fou rths of that going to local 
schools. 
The nex t biggest category 
in state rev enu e sharing 
spend ing was $98 million for 
“ recreation 
and 
natu ral 
resou rces.” 
Other major areas inclu d e 
salary increases and employ e 
retirem ent, 
$58 
million; 
hospitals, $49 million; high­ 


way s, 
$36 
million, 
and 
corrections, $31 million. 
Abou t $3.4 billion has gone 
to local gov ernments so far 
u nd er the 5-y ear 
rev enu e 
sharing program au thorized 
in 1972 
It is not known how mu ch of 
that has been u sed for land 
acqu isition, constru ction and 
equ ipment for schools which 
local 
gov ernm ents 
are 
permitted to make 
u nd er 
rev enu e sharing ru les. They 
may not, howev er, u se the 
fu nd s 
for 
su ch 
general 
ed u cation 
ex penses 
as 
teachers’ salaries. 


FARM 
INCOME: 
The 
nation’s farmers are enjoy ing 
higher net incomes d u ring the 
first half of 197 3, ev en thou gh 
ex penses hav e also reached 
record highs. 
“ Realized net farm income 
stood at 
an alltime 
high 
annu al rate of ju st ov er $24 
billion, a gain of abou t $5 
billion from a y ear earlier,” 
the 
U. 
S. 
Department of 
Agricu ltu re reports. 
“ For all of 
19 7 3, 
the 
prospectiv e 
increase 
in 
realized gross farm income 
will more than offset the rise 
in 
farm 
prod u ction 
ex ­ 
penses,” USDA pred icts. 
The higher income is at­ 
tribu ted to a heav y d omestic 
and foreign d em and for 
liv estock and crops. 
MORE 
COMPLAINTS: 
The 
Fed eral 
Com­ 
m u nications 
Commission 
receiv ed almost three times 
as many complaints from the 
pu blic d u ring fiscal y ear 1973 
than it d id d u ring FY 197 2. 
The FCC reports getting 
61,322 complaints as of the 12- 
month period end ing Ju ne 30, 
197 3, as compared to 22,083 


d u ring FY 1972. 
Ov er half the complaints 
fell 
into 
the 
“ obsenity - 
ind ecency -profanity ” c a t­ 
egory in FY 1973. There were 
4,234 
com plaints 
from 
political cand id ates seeking 
“equ al time” on rad io and 
telev ision. 
An FCC official attribu tes 
the big boost in complaints to 
a nationwid e letter-writing

of pharmacology at the Uni­ 
v ersity of Michigan Med ical 
Schooi for nearly 30 y ears. 
Bu t when the Tu rkish trad e 
is cu t off, “ there is tremen­ 
d ou s potential for them to 
su pply the d emand ,” he say s. 
THIS WILL BE THE last 
y ear for Tu rkey ’s 
(legal) 
poppy crop. With a $50-mil- 
lion su bsid y from the United 
States to encou rage its farm ­ 
ers to make the changeov er, 
it is getting ou t of the poppy - 
growing bu siness. 
Howev er, Tu rkey has al­ 
way s 
play ed 
a 
relativ ely 
small role in both the legal 
and illegal opiu m trad e. Ou t 
of 1,400 metric tons of opiu m 
prod u ced legally in the world 
in 197 0, Tu rkey contribu ted 
only 150 tons.

Thailand , u nham pered by 
corru pt Thai officials and 
meager U.S. antid ru g efforts, 
the report charges. 
BUT ACCORDING

Seev ers, a large part of the 
problem lies in the fact that 
most of the world ’s illicit 
poppy farming areas are not 
u nd er the control of any na­ 
tional gov ernment. The 200,- 
000 hill tribesmen of northern 
Thailand , for instance, rely 
on poppies as almost their 
sole cash crop. 
As he ind icates, su pply is 
one part of the frightening 
d ru g equ ation. The other is 
d emand . And in this regard , 
the attorney 
general 
of 
Mex ico, whose gov ernment is 
activ ely combatting the d ru g 
trad e, especially 
in m ari­ 
ju ana, has probably pu t his 
finger on the central issu e. 
The real problem, 
say s 
Ped ro Ojed a Pau llad a, is U.S. 
consu mption of illicit d ru gs 
and the tremend ou s prices 
Americans are willing to pay 
for them. As long as this d e­ 
mand continu es; and profits

The two are adversaries in 
a legal test of a 1969 stale law 
requiring 
Ohio 
cities 
and 
towns to add fluoride to their 
public water supplies. 
“ Several cities are in th£ 
same boat.“ said Barb KauL 
man, an EPA spokesman. 
“ The case should be decisive 
for Dayton, Canton and about 
60 smaller communities that 
have 
not 
yet begun 
to 
fluoridate 
as the 
law 
requires.” 
A 
Hamilton 
County 
Common Pleas Court judge 
declared 
the law 
un­ 
constitutional in 1971. He held 
it 
deprived 
home 
owners 
already fluoridating their 
water privately of a say on 
the issue. 
Judge William R. Mat­ 
thews’ order prohibited the 
City 
of Cincinnati 
from 
complying with the law. 
In March. 1972. a Cincinnati 
lawyer complained to the 
EPA. which is charged with 
enforcing the statute. The 
EPA ordered a hearing and 
its examiner recommended 
the agency require Cincinnati 
to begin fluoridation. 
Cincinnati filed an ob­ 
jection 
to 
the examiner’s 
recommendation on July 27. 
1973. 
“ If the recommendation is 
carried out. the executive 
branch of the state govern­ 
ment will be forcing Cin­ 
cinnati to violate an order of 
the judicial branch,” said 
Philip Ollinger, an assistant 
corporation 
counsel 
for 


Cincinnati. 
He said Cincinnati already 
has tanks and 
pumps 
to 
measure out a 
gallon of 
hydro!luorsilicic acid for 
each million gallons of water 
in the public supply system. 
The law—Section 6111.13 of 
Chapter 61 of the Ohio Code-- 
requires communities of 5,000 
to 20.(KM) population to start 
adding fluoride to their water 
by Jan. 1, 1972. Cities of more 
than 20,(KM) population were 
required to begin a

earlier. 
“ If we don’t order Cin­ 
cinnati to comply, we’ll be 
accepting the verdict of the 
court, and we’re not prepared 
to

that,’’

director for regulation. 
If the E PA disregards 
Cincinnati's objection, the 
city still can appeal to the 
Environmental 
Board 
of 
Review, which has authority 
to affirm or reverse EPA 
decisions.

Watergate special prosecutor 
Archibald Cox assumed his 
more familiar role of con­ 
stitutional lawyer today to 
deliver his response to the 
White House contention that 
the courts lack the authority 
to compel President Nixon to 
obey subpoena^. 
• Cox had until 10 a.m., ED T , 
to give his written response to 
US.District Court Judge John 
J. Sirica. 
The former US. solicitor 
general 
who 
heads 
the 
criminal investigation of the 
Watergate scandal issued a 
subpoena July 23, demanding 
the President produce tapes 
of nine conversations and 
documents. 
When Nixon notified Cox 
and Sirica he would not turn 
over the tapes, the special 
prosecutor asked Sirica to 
order the President to obey 
the subpoena. 
The White House responded 
with a 33-page brief in which 
it called Cox’s attempt to get 
the tapes “ a well-intentioned 
effort to obtain evidence for 
criminal prosecutions” but 
added that it “ represents a 
serious threat to the nature of 
the presidency as it 
was 
created by the Constitution.” 


It referred to the courts as 
“ a co-equal but not a superior 
branch of government” and 


said that for the courts to 
compel the President to act 
“ would be a clear violation of 
the constitutional separation 
of powers.” 
“ The issue here is starkly 
simple: will the presidency 
be allowed to continue to 
function?” 
the 
brief 
con­ 
cluded. 
The White House brief was 
primarily the work of Charles 
Alan Wright, professor of 
constitutional law at the 
University of Texas, who is 
acting as a special consultant 
to the President for this case. 
When it comes time to 
argue the case 
in 
court, 
Wright will represent Nixon. 
Cox will argue the case for 
the prosecutor’s office. 
Eventually the case is ex­ 
pected to reach the Supreme 
Court for consideration. 
As solicitor general during 
the Kennedy and Johnson ad­ 
m inistrations, Cox argued 
scores of cases before the 
high court.

Cited with Po llu tin g 


Da V t ON, Ohio (A P ) - 
Two state agencies have 
accused one of Ohio’s en­ 
vironmental consulting firms 
of discharging pollutants into 
Lake Erie and 
a 
Wayne 
County stream, the Dayton 
Daily News said Sunday. 
In a copyrighted story, the 
newspaper said En viro n ­ 
mental Control Corp. of 
Painesville has been cited by 
the Department of Natural 
Resources 
and 
the 
Environmental 
Protection 
Agency 
Since 
1969, 
EC C 
has 
received at least $776,500 in 
contracts from the Natural 
department to study state 
w aterw ays 
and 
other 
problems, the Daily News 
said. 
The first pollution citation 
was issued April 23 against 
Ohio Park s 
Development 
Corp. of Mount Eaton, an 
E E C subsidiary. W ildlife 
agents of the Department of 
N atural 
Resources 
have 
charged that the firm allowed 
a combination of rainwater 
and garbage to flow from a 
landfill into a Wayne County 
stream, 
according 
to 
the 
newspaper.. 
On 
Ju ly 
19, 
the 
E P A 
charged that an E E C landfill 
in 
Ashtabula 
County 
was 
polluting 
a 
Lake 
E rie 
tributary, according to the 
Daily News. 
The E P A has called the 
Ashtabula County landfill a 
public 
nuisance 
and 
is 
seeking a permanent in­ 
junction against the landfill’s 
operation, the newspaper 
said. 
The Dayton newspaper said 
the Wayne County case has 
not 
been 
heard, 
but 
the 
company 
has 
pleaded 
in­ 
nocent. Common Pleas Court 
Judge Joseph Mahoney has 
taken the Ashtabula County 
case under advisement. 
Jack Webb, chairman of 
the ECC board of directors, 
told the newspaper, his firm 
was charged in the Wayne 
County case only a few weeks 
after 
it 
took 
over 
the 
operation 
from 
another 


com pany. 
He 
said 
the 
Ashtabula County landfill is 
run by the city of Conneaut 
and that ECC provides only 
equipment. 
E C C , which opened its 
first office in Painesville. now 
has offices in New York City, 
Washington, D.C. and Bay St. 
Louis, Miss., the newspaper 
said. 


Officials Probe

L IM A , Ohio (A P) — Fire

tinuing an investigation into 
the cause ol a fire at a lumber 
store-home 
in 
which 
five 
persons'died early Saturday. 
Charles Kissel, chief of the 
Bath Township Fire Depart­ 
ment in Northeastern - Allen 
County, said neither the 
cause of the blaze nor a 
dam age 
estimate 
was 
available. 
The fire claimed the life of 
a mother and her six-month- 
old 
son, 
and 
three 
other 
children. 
The blaze was reported at 
3:09 a.m . Saturday. W it­ 
nesses said flames shot as 
high as 100 feet into the sky 
and could be seen for miles. 
Firefighters said they ‘heard 
exploding paint and plastics 
inside the lumber store. 
Firemen brought the fire 
under control after a battle 
that lasted for l 1;» hours. 
The bodies of three of the 
victims were found on the 
lower level of the structure. 
Fire officials speculate that 
they fell through the upper 
floor. 
Eugene Fultz, 45. the owner 
of the lumber store, escaped 
the 
flam es 
by 
crashing 
through a picture window to 
safety. He was treated for 
cuts and bruises. 
Fultz’s mother suffered se­ 
vere smoke inhalation and 
was 
admitted 
to 
a 
local 
hospital. 
Two of Fultz’s teenage chil­ 
dren 
were 
treated 
and 
released at the hospital.

Notional Zoo Discovers 
Panda Food Is Expensive 


W A SH IN G TO N (A P ) - 
The National Zoo has found it 
isn’t cheap to feed its two 
most celebrated 
residents, 
the pandas Hsing-Hsing and 
Ling-Ling, 
a diet of 
rice 
gruel, minerals and honey. 
They also must have side 
dishes of carrots, the finest 
apples, sweet potatoes, milk 
bone dog biscuits and a sort of 
moist dog food. 
The zoo projects the pan­ 
das' food bill for this year at 
$3,989 — only about $1,000 less 
than it costs to feed four 
elephants, who eat such 
relatively cheap things as 
hay and horse feed. 
Exotic diets cost more. It 
will cost $4,380, for example, 
to feed three kiwi birds a 
Canadian concoction of earth 
worms free of DDT. 
For panda ruffage, each 
gels a 15-to 20-pound portion 
of fresh 
bamboo, 
which 
thrives throughout the capital 
area. The bamboo itself is 
free, but the zoo pays for 
cutting crews and testing for 


lead contamination. 
Hsing-Hsing, the male, 
weighs 229 pounds, adding 155 
pounds on stateside cooking. 
Ling-Ling, 
the 
female, 
is 
slightly older and has gained 
104 pounds to 240, since arriv­ 
ing from China. 
The concern over whether 
the pair will have cubs — 
which would be a Western 
zoological first — is focused 
for now' on Hsing-Hsing s size 
and ego. 
Nature says he should be 
larger of the pair. Until that 
day 
comes, 
says 
a 
zoo 
spokesman, the pair will be 
kept apart to avoid the 
possibility 
of 
fem ale 
domination.
